December 25, 1985 (Christmas) 


Dear George, 

I have wanted to write this letter for a few weeks now, but have been so 
enthralled by the 1500 and Literacy Series you sent Ron that I about lost all 
my good sense. I am having the greatest time with this series and set, you 
can't believe. 

I guess I ought to introduce myself before I get to carried away. I'm Bob Kelly 
and work with Ron in our second office, which is the "Street Readiness Program" here 
at Southern Desert Correctional Center. Our program under the Department of Parole 
and Probation provides one of the finest pre-release programs in the United States for 
offenders re-entering the community. I am fortunate enough to be its Coordinator here 
at SDCC. I ama long term con who has been down for approximately 13 years. 

When I came into prison over a decade ago, there were no such things as micro- 
computers and users groups, or nice folks who would share such a wonderfull thing with 
those of us who have failed our society in some form, or other. Let me tell you, this 
is something that I have wanted to learn for so many years, but have been unable to, 
because of the ridgid financial restrictions imposed by a prison setting. 

Ron and I have done a considerable amount of time together and I have known 
Robert for many, many years also. 

I have also got a good friend who is learning on the TS 1000 you sent Ron some 
time ago. He is 1 series behind me on the Technical Series. So you can believe that 
the gracious gift you supplied us is being used to the fullest extent. 

The literacy series is just a super course and has opened up a whole new life for 
me in here. I'm realling chunking out the a.m.'s and p.m.’s and have got to the point 
where I'm programming every thing from my shower times to class schedules and other 
sundry experiments. Your gift has opened up a fantastic world for all of us in here 
and you should know how deeply we appreciate your kindness. Obviously we can't reimburse 
you right away, but I think it would please you to know how invaluable your gift has 
been. 

I made a pact with myself, and that was I must score a 100% on each of the 1l series 
on the Technical Literacy Series, or I must do each one of them over again. That gets 
a little hairy around series 10, or 11, but I'm having a ball. 

I have literally cut the rest of the world off. Poor Mom, she hasn't got a letter 
in over a month. I talked to her last night and it sounded like she might have forgot 
who I was. My girlfriend says she doesn't mind the competition now that she has found 
out it wasn't a blonde. 

I always thought computer nuts were a little weird, now I know why. Its fun 
being nuts. All kidding aside, this has been a great source of enjoyment and knowledge. 
It gives us old timers a chance to stay in tune with the world outside, but more 
importantly lets us know that their are some really fine folks out there who really 
care. Thats the greatest gift. I will keep in touch from time to time and hope that 
your Christmas was a good one and that all good things come this new year.
